Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-10, drawn to a composition having anthraquinone or pyrazalone, 
classified in class 524, subclass 523. 

II. Claims 11-19, drawn to a composition having particular anthraquinone or 
pyrazalone, classified in class 526, subclass 227+. 

III. Claims 20-24, drawn to 523, classified in class 523, subclass 500+. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II (and III) are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the combination as 
claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because particular 
derivatives of anthraquinone or pyrazalone of Group II (and III) is not required in Group 
I. The subcombination has separate utility such as molding compositions. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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During a telephone conversation with Mr. Dilworth on February 3, 2006 a 
provisional election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, 
claims 1-10. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this 
Office action. Claims 1 1-25 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 
37 CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application.

Claims 1-4 and 6-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

The recited "derivatives" in claims 1 and 6 is indefinite absent particular 
functional groups or substituents. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: . 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
. invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 

alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Brannon (US 5,326,516 or 

5,443,775). 

Both patents are similar and the examiner points out US'516. 

Brannon'516 teaches compositions comprising saturated or unsaturated 
polyesters and a peroxide at col. 16, lines 3-24. Polyesters (col. 4, lines 28-31), 
anthraquinone and pyrazalone dyes (col. 7, lines 9-40) and unsaturated polyesters (col. 
12, lines 6-29) are taught. 

Thus, the instant invention lacks novelty. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Brannon (US 
5,326,516 or 5,443,775) in view of Ito (US 5,693,126) and JP 59120612. 

The instant invention further recites other dyes over Brannon. However, the 
instant dyes are well known in the art as taught by Ito (col. 4, line 62, Solvent Blue 14). 
JP teaches the use of a premix of a peroxide and azo dye in abstract. 
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It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at he time of invention to 
utilize the art well known dyes of Ito in Brannon since Brannon teaches employing 
anthraquinone and pyrazalone dyes absent showing otherwise. Also, the use of a 
premixture of said dye and peroxide for the unsaturated polyesters would be a obvious 
practice since the use of a premix composition is a routine practice in the art as 
evidenced by JP.
